You can give all that 
1 own and keep the rest for Vir- 
ginia until you see fit. Don’t blame 
anyone.”’ 

Virginia is his young sister. 

The note to Mrs. Maenner read: 

“Dear Mother: I could not see that 
Gilbert and I would be’ separated 
and could not stand for any more 
arguments. So Gilbert and I have 
ended all worries. Your’ loving 
daughter.”’ 

Salzman'’s mother interpreted her 
son's letter as expressing a desire 
that he and Wis bride be not sepa- 
rated in death.

When your term of of- 
fice is ended with the added record 
that you will undoubtedly make, you 
will in a fortunate position for 
many things.”’

Flax suitable for linens never has 
been and, according to authorities 
on the subject, never can be 
in this country. 

But the authors of the Fordney- 
McCumber document have missed no 
opportunity to give the farmer a 
bounty, no matter how little good it 
will do him or how much harm it 
will do the public in general. With 
the duty on flax as a beginning, the 
other linen rates are shoved up that 
much higher. 

liow Prices Would Go Up. 

In terms of what they mean 
the public, especially women who 
are fond of the pure fabrics, this is 
what would result if the bill passes: 

A linen towel now paving a duty 
of 35 per cent would be taxed 60 
per cent, or nearly double, and the 
retail price of 75 cents now prevail- 
ing would be forced up to 95 cents 
or $1. A linen towel now costing 
95 cents would have to retail at 
$1.15 

Household crash,

cent, just twice as much, and instead 
of selling for 28 cents a yard would 
become at least 35 cents a yard. 

Bleached napkins now selling for 
$5 a dozen would be boosted to at

never mind the responsibility, the 
English middle class used the House 
of Commons as their first line of de- 
fense against this abuse of the Royul 
Power. The Crown refused to give 
in and the King sent Parliament 
about its own business. Eleven 
jong years, Charles I ruled alone. 
He levied taxes which most people 
regarded as illegal and he managed 
his British kingdom as if it had been 
his own country estate. He had ca- 
pable assistants and we must say 
that he had the courage of his con- 
victions. 

Unfortunately, instead of assur- 
ing himself of the support of his 
faithful Scottish subjects. Charles 
became involved in a quarrel with 
the Scotch Presbyterians. Much 
against his: will, but forced by his 
need for ready cash, Charles was at 
last obliged to call Parliament to- 
gether once more. It met in April 
of 1640 and showed an ugly temper 
It was dissolved a few weeks later. 
A new Parliament convened in No- 
vember. This one was even less pli- 
able than the first one. The mem- 
bers understood that the question of 
“Government by Divine Right” or 
“Government by Parliament” must 
be fought out for good and all. They 
attacked the King and his chief 
councillors and executed half a doz- 
en of them. They announced that 
they would not allow themselves to 


be dissolved without their own ap- 
proval. Finally on Dec. 1, 1641, they 
presented to the King a ‘grand re- 
monstrance,” which gave a detailed 


* 


account of the many grievances of 
thé people against their ruler. 


Charlies, hoping to derive some 
support for his own policy in the 
country districts, left London In 


January of 1642. Each side organ- 
ized an army and prepared for open 
warfare between the absolute power 
of the crown and the absolute power 
of Parliament. During this struggie 
the most powerful religious element 
of Pngian4, called the Puritans (thev 
were Anglicans who had tried to 
purify their doctrines to the most 
abeoulte limits), came quickly to the 
front. The regiments of “Godly 
men,” commaunded by Oliver Croin- 
well, with their iron discipline and 
thelr profound confidence in the 
holiness of their aims, soon became 
the model for the entire army of the 
opposition. Twice Charles was de- 
feated. After the battle of Nasgeby, 
in 1645. he fled to Scotland. The 
Scotch sold him to the English. 

There followed a period of intrigue 
and an uprising of the Scotch Pres- 
byterians against the English Puri- 
fan. In August of the vear 1648, 
after the three-dayvs’ battle of Pres- 
ton Pans, Cromwell made an end to 
this second civil war, and took Edin- 
burgh. Mednwhile his soldiers, tired 
of further talk and wasted hours of 
religious debate, had decided to act 
on thelr own initiative. They re- 
moved from Parliament all thore 
Who did not agree with their own 
Puritan views. Thereupon the 
“Rump,” which was what was left 
% the old Parliament, accused the 
King of hich treason. The House 
of Lords refused to sit as a tribunal. 
A special tribunal was appointed and 
Itt condemned the King to death. On 
the 30th of January of the year 1649 
King Charles walked quietly out of a 
¥Yindow of Whitehall onto the scaf- 
fold. That day the sovereign people, 
atting through their chosen repre- 
fentatives, for the first time executed 
& ruler who had failed 
Sand his own position in the mod- 
ern state. 


The period which followed the 
feath of Charles is usually called 
after Oliver Cromwell. At first the

plicated mazes of England political 
arrangements. He ieft “everything 
to his Cabinet Council and kept 


away from their meetings, which 
bored him, as he did not understand 
a single sentence. In this way the 
Cabinet got into the habit of ruling 
England and Scotland (whose Par- 
liament had been joined to that of 
England in 1707) without bothering 
the King, who was apt to spend a 
great deal of his time on the conti- 
nent. 


During the reign of George I and 
George II a succession of great 
Whigs (of whom one, Sir Robert 
Walpole, held office for 21 years) 
formed the Cabinet Council of the 
King. Their leader was finally fec- 
ognized as the official leader not 
only of the actual Cabinet, but also 


of the majority party in power in 
Parliament. The attempts of George 
lil to take matters into his own 


hands and not to leave the actual 
business of government to his Cab- 
inet were so disastrous that they 
were never repeated. And from the 
earliest years of the eighteenth cen- 
tury on England enjoyed representa- 
tive government, with a responsible 
ministry which conducted the af- 
fairs of the land. 

To be quite true, this Govefnment 
did not represent all classes of s0- 
ciety. Less than one man ina dozen 
had the right to vote. But it was 
the foundation for the modern rep- 
ecsentative form of government. In 
a quiet and orderly fashion it 
took the power away from the 
King and placed it in the hands 
of an.ever increasing number of 
popular representatives. It did not 
bring the millennium to England, but 


it saved that country from most of 
the revolutionary outbreaks which 
proved so disastrous to the Euro- 


pean continent in the eighteenth 


and nineteenth centuries. 
THE BALANCE OF POWFR. 
In France, on the Other Hand, the 
“Divine Right of Kings” Continued 


With Greater Pomp and Splendor | 


Than Ever Before, and the Ambi- 
tion of the Ruler Was Only Tem- 
pered by the Newly Invented Law 
of the “Balance of Power.” 

As a contrast to the previous 
chapter, let me tell you what hap- 
pened in France during the years 
when the English people were fight- 
ing for their liberty. The happy 
combination of the right man in the 
right country at the right moment 
is very rare in history. Louis XIV 


Was a réalization of this ideal, as far 


as France was concerned, but the 
rést of Europe would have been 
happier without him, 

The country over which the young 


King was called to rule was the 
most populous and the most bril- 
liant nation of that day. Louls came 
to the throne when Mazarin and 
Richelieu, the two great Cardinals 
had just hammered the ancient 
French kingdom into the most 
strongly centralized state of the 
seventeenth century.

By the so-called Con- 
venticle act of 1664 he tried to pre- 
vent the dissenters from attending 
religious meetings by a threat of 
deportation to the West Indies. This 
looked too much like the good old 
days of Divine Right. People began 
to show the old and well-known 
signs of impateience, and Parliament 
suddenly experienced difficulty in 
providing the King with funds. 
Since he could not get money from 
an unwilling Parliament, Charles 
borrowed it secretly from his neigh- 
bor and cousin. King Louis of 
France. He betrayed his Protestant 
allies in return for 200,000 pounds 
per year, and laughed at the poor 
simpletons of Parliament. 
Economic independence suddenly 
gave the King great faith in his own 
strength. He had spent many years 
of exile among his Catholic rela- 
tions and he had a secret liking for 
their religion. Perhaps he could 
bring England back to Rome! He 
passed a Declaration of Indulgence 
which suspended the old laws 
against the Catholics and Dissenters. 
This happened just when Charles’ 
younger brother James was said to 
have become a Catholic. All this 
looked suspicious to the man in the 


street. People began to fear some 
terrible Polish plot. A new spirit 
of unrest entered the land. Most 


of the people wanted to prevent an- 
other outbreak of civil war. To them 
royal oppression and a Catholic 
King—vyea, even Divine Right—were 
preferable to a new struggle between 
members of the same race. Others, 
however. were less lenient. They 
were the much-feared Dissenters, 
who invariably had the courage of 
their convictions. They were led by 
several great noblemen who did not
